More "Techno-Anarchy".... Sony Says 

Disc-based Camcorders Wont Happen 

Another Lesson In ' The more things change, 
the more they stay the same’. 
As MII sales move briskly along, much to the chagrin of 
industry pundits who have predicted the death of analog 
video, every day brings a new facet of "techno-anarchy" to 
the forefront. Most recently, in the pages of a January 
issue of TV Technology (an excellent trade journal , and an 
MII corporate sponsor), Sony announced their plan for the 
future. Mr. Larry Thorpe, vice-president of Sony 
Advanced Systems was quoted as saying the following: 


"We are going to go out and say something 180 
degrees out of phase with what Avid, Ikegami and BTS 
say. We did a lot of work on the disk and we know a lot 
about camcorders. We do not agree (disk) camcorders will 
succeed in the marketplace" 


Great. One of the biggest manufacturers in the business is 
doing what the patent office did in the late 1800's, 
announcing that everything that can be invented already 
exists. Or could it be that somebody still needs to sell some 
more tape-based camcorders to get the return on the 
investment in R & D? In truth, the Sony article in T.V. 
Technology raised some very good points. It demonstrates 
that the big manufacturers are as perplexed as even the 
smallest producer. Anarchy Rules! And NAB will be a 
free-for-all. 

Meanwhile, those of us who make their living in 
production are busy satisfying customers. MII is being 
used in animation, non-linear interfaces, and even good- 
old conventional production and post-production 
applications. Rather than finding ways to justify keeping 
or abandoning analog technology, smart producers are 
integrating it with other advancing technologies to serve 
the needs of paying customers. As much as some would 
like it to happen, the digital, tapeless, nonlinear, HDTV, 
future will not happen overnight. That's why interest in 


MII continues to be at an all time high and why our 
association presence at the upcoming NAB will be stronger 
than ever.

Amimation Software For The AU-65 which was helpful to many of our 


animation oriented members. 
Purpose: 
To ird single frame (selectable up to 4 frames) edits, without the use of an animation 
controler. 


Features: 
1. Front panel control by pressing the AUTO EDIT key. 


2. Remote control by triggering pin 15 of the 50 pin parallel connector with a LOW signal. 
AU-MK25 is required. (minimum pulse width 100ms) 


3. The IN POINT is automatically selected from the previous OUT POINT without having 
to press a new IN POINT (auto tag) 


4. Edit duration is selectable (1-4 frames) by using the "Selection SW" on the front of the 
SYSCON board. 









Requirements: Special Syscon E-prom (IC7) #VSI0634F Version «1.62 -1.0 


Set-up: 
1. Insert the new E-prom on the Syscon board VEP86088A 


2. Set dip switch #8 to ON, if switch #8 is off, the unit will funtion normally. 


3. The number of frames to be recorded can be set with switches #6 and #7, according to 
the table above. 





Dip Switches 


Control: The editing operation can be controlled by two methods: 
. Either a computer or hand held switch can be connected to pin 15 of the 50 pin parallel 
connector. A low signal will activate the edit, provided "REM1" is selected. 


2. Pressing AUTO EDIT (without entering an IN POINT) and the auto tag funtion will be 
activated. The remote switch should be in LOCAL.

ATLANTA FIRE DEPARTMENT EXCELS AT INCIDENT MANAGEMENT 
Prototype vehicle Equipped with Panasonic DSP Cameras, MII Gear 


Secaucus, NJ (January 1995) -- The Atlanta Fire 
Department has recently begun taking along a valuable new 
partner to fires and other local emergencies. This highly 
effective adjunct is a truck outfitted with Panasonic MII 
EnHanced Series studio players and studio recorders, as well 
as the WV-F250 3-CCD color camera, and Digital Signal 
Processing 3-CCD models WV-500 and WV-E550. 

Other Panasonic equipment on the truck includes 
BT color monitors, the AG-7750H S-VHS 
Recorder/Player/Editor and EGP-7 A?V switcher. 

According to cable program manager Mykol 
Williams, camera operators position the WV-F250 and WV- 
500 as close as possible to the incident and establish a 
wireless link back to the truck, where the commander can 
quickly get an overall view of the fireground. In an exciting 
application of the new multipurpose WV-E550 DSP model, 
the camera is positioned on a 40' boom that also allows 
firefighters to oversee the fireground. The WV-E550 is 
connected to the IRIS system, a helmet equipped with a 
camera that literally sees through smoke, and in tandem the 
cameras transmit a video signal back to the truck, delivering 
and unprecedented, immediate look at the center of the fire. 

"We provide this point of view to the media as 
well," explained Williams. "We place three audio and video 
feeds at the side of the vehicle. Reporters can get a 
closehand look at the emergency,, but we can keep them at a 
distance and out of harm's way. 

"We also use the truck to gather footage for 
training and post-event analysis. Because we can record 
with time code with the AU-65H, we're a commitment to 
install a satellite uplink that will transmit video live from an 
incident to finding it much easier to quickly and accurately 
assemble edit." 

Ray Edwards, Panasonic's National Law 
Enforcement Video Manager, commented, "The Atlanta Fire 
Department's compelling application of the Equipment is a 
vivid argument for the growing importance of video in 
public safety. Panasonic has the most diverse product lines, 
and can provide customers turnkey systems with top 
performance characteristics." 
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In Atlanta,the vehicle has had such dramatic 
impact that it is being considered for use by the Federal 
Emergency Management Association. Also, later this 
year, AT&T has made a commitment to install a satellite 
uplink that will transmit video live from an incident to 
mayors, hospitals, police and fire chiefs. Municipal 
executives will receive the video via a satellite dish and 
code that will be provided by AT&T; plans are to equip 
the Atlanta mayor with a portable "suitcase" system so he 
can View an emergency site from anywhere in the world. 

"We went with MII because AT&T asked that we 
use a true broadcast format," Williams said. With MII, we 
achieve the requisite quality at a reasonable cost, and we 
have multi-generation capability and 90-minute record 
time." 

"We chose the WV-F500 and WV-E550 because 
they give us the detail and reproduction we need when 
we're looking through smoke and debris -- very tough 
conditions," he explained. There's very little that 
compares in quality to the WV-F500 unless you're willing 
to spend a lot of money. DSP is making a real difference, 
particularly with set-up repeatability. We use the pre-sets 
to define various fire environments, so that under the most 
volatile conditions imaginable we can get right to the 
setting we need. 

"The broadcast point-of-view WV-E550 yields 
an exceptionally clear overall view of incidents. With 
multiplexed control system we can control the camera, 
lens and pan/tilt functions with a single coax cable. Both 
cameras are performing very, very well in low light 
situations."

TECHNICAL BULLETINS! 


If you have purchased or are about to receive 
a new WV-F565/AUASH camcorder, you should 
know the following- 

An improper setting in an internal hidden 
menu in the camera occurs in the first 100 of so 
units sent to the U.S. This will manifest itself as 
a pixilated distortion in the picture. Panasonic 
engineers have rebounded quickly to this issue 
and there is an adjustment that can be performed 
by an authorized Panasonic Service center in less 
than 60 seconds at no charge. It involves 
internal circuitry in a set up menu where the y 
sync level and composite sync level are 190 
nanoseconds apart. Since the 45H relies on both 
these sync levels for reference (as opposed to the 
AU/A10S, which does not), the difference in the 
levels has caused new units to exhibit the 
aforementioned artifact. It is a quick simple 
adjustment, but... 


In other words, only an authorized Panasonic 
repair center familiar with the issue can make 
the adjustment. In this hidden menu. If you, 
your dealer, or your repair center need more 
information on this procedure, please call Mr. 
Rick Tucker at the Panasonic Repair Center in 
Rockville, MD at (301) 762-5125 or (301) 738- 
2313. 

The good news is once this adjustment is 
made, this camcorder takes beautiful pictures. 
One of our crews on-site at Disney world 
brought back the best looking video we have 
ever seen in an analog format. More WVF565 
info to come. 

On the WV "Bearding" issue discussed in 
prior issues, an unofficial fix to be documented 
in a service bulletin has corrected the problem. 
Panasonic is pursuing the factory in Japan to 
finalize this bulletin for distribution. We are 
also requesting an immediate resolution to the 
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Ultra-Sound:
